It. would be outrageous for At- 
lanta to try to raise taxes by an 
emergency levy when she has 
splendid credit, lying idle, Robert 
F. Maddox, president of the Atlanta 
National bank and former mayor of 
the city, told the members of the 
council finance committee Monday 
afternoon. He said that now would 
be the best time in the world to 
losue bonds, and the city wouldn't 

. have a bit of trouble selling them. 
He expressed the gpinion that the 
bonds could be sold at a 5% per 
cent interest rate without any dif- 
ficulty. 

Mr. Maddox appeared before the 
sommittee on an entirely different 
matter, but spoke on the tax ques- 
tion at the direct invitation of the 
committee, whose members request- 
ed his views on the relative merits 
of the taxation and bonding meth- 
ods as the means of raising funds 
to build new schools, 

“Poor Business Policy.” 

The imposition of an extraordi- 
nary tax would be a poor business 
policy and an unnecessary hard-

Erected Economically. 

Mr. Maddox said that as he re- 
membered it twelve schools were 
built with the proceeds from bonds 
during his administration. They 
were erected very economicaly, he 


' ‘ptated, and the city certainly got 


full value for every cent spent. He 
told the committee that in his be- 
lief the people will authorize what- 
ever issue of bonds Is -necessary— 
one million, two million, three mil- 
lion or more. 

The condition of some of the pres- 
ent buildings is deplorable, particu- 
larly the Tech High and Boys’ High 
schools, and there is no question 
about’ the necessity for replacing 
these and others, he continued, but 
$1°300,000 actual cas taken from 
the pockets of the taxpayers in a 
single year in addition to the regu- 
lar taxes they must pay, would be 
a needless hardship, he sald.

Washington, January 10.—A gen- 
eral investigation of the lumber 
industry, and more particularly of 
the yellow pine industry in the 
south, is belng conducted by the de- 
partment of justice to determine 
whether there have been violations 
of the Sherman anti-trust act. 

This became known today after 
the federal trade commission had 
transmitted to congress a copy of 
a report on the activities of or- 
ganization of lumber manufacturers, 
which it has prepared at the re- 
quest of the department of justice. 
The information, was sent to the 
senate and house on the assumption 
by the commission that it might 
be useful to the senate committee 
on housing and reconstruction 
which has been investigating build- 
ing costs and other matters.

Urges Piece Work. 

Mr. Whiter urged a return to the 
piece work plan. He declared that 
was recognized as the most efficient 
method of operation and attempted 
to show what had been accomplished 
under the plece work system as 
compared with the same work now 
done’ by the hour. 

Specified hours and restricted 
starting times were deplored in nu- 
merous examples brought out to 
show, Mr. Whiter said, uneconomical 
practice. Overtime and extra shifts 
were cited on several roads to show 
that the work done could be per- 
formed by regular shifts in regular 
hours, if the roads were not restrict- 
ed by the present rules.

Another case, that of a mechanic 
on the Chicago, Indiana and West- 
ern, who was sent to ah outside 
terminal for wotk which took him 
one hour to perform, was presented. 
Due to the train schedules he was 
compelled to stay out all night and 
under *provisions of the rule, his 
claim totaled $34.84. 

Numerous other’ examples were 
presented as evidence of the rail- 
roads contention that the present 
rules are unjust. Statistics were 
given for eight months on the Nor- 
folk and Western in 1920. In Jan- 
uary there were 2,733 calls, with 
6,087 1-2 hours actually worked. 
Hours paid for totaled 13,665 under 
the rule, with punitive payment of 
$4,787.66. 

Today's session was adjourned be- 
fore the completion of Mr. Whiter’s 
statement. He will resume his tes- 
timony tomorrow after which the 
railroad employees are expected to 
bring evidence substantiating the 
charges presented in their opening 
statement.

Washington, January 10.—Acting 
Secretary Davis denied today before 
a senate committee that the state 
department had brought any pres- 
sure to bear on the Cuban govern- 
ment to prevent the landing of the 
Western Union Barbados cable as 
had been charged earlier in the 
day by President Carlton of the 
Western Union company. 

Charges that the state dep&rt- 
ment was “making threats against 
the Cuban government” to prevent 
the issuance of permits for West- 
ern Union cable landings on the is- 
land, were made before a senate 
committee today by Newcomb Carl- 
ton, president of the Western Un- 
ion company. 

Mr. Carlton declared the depart- 
ment “was pursuing to the point 
of persecution” its differences with 
the company over the attempt to 
land the cable from Barbados 
which he said would establish a 
new line of communication with 


Revoeation Pending. 
Senator Kellogg asked Mr. Carl- 


quest, if the Cuban government ac- 
tually had revoked the permit fer 
landing the Barbados cable in 
Cuba. 

“I understand the document re- 
voking the permit is now before 
the president of Cuba for signa- 
ture,” Mr. Carlton responded. This, 
the Cuban government, of course, 
is loathe to do, because of the act 
of the state department is an af- 
front. to its dignity, but it cannot 
resist, because it is not in a con- 
dition to do so.”

Request From President-

ping of All Inauguration 
Preparations in Wash- 
ington. 


Washington, January 10.—Aban- 
donment immediately of all plans 
for a celebration in connection with 
the inauguration of President-elect 
Harding was announced tonight by 
E. C. McLean, chairman of the 
Washington inaugural committee, 
in accordance with the desire of 
Mr. Harding. 

Just how far Mr. Harding’s action 
actually will curtail the ceremonies 
is uncertain. It is taken for granted 
that at least the ‘inaugural ball, 
which disappeared from inaugural 
festivities at Woodrow Wilson’s 
instance in 1918, will be one of the 
features to be definitely ruled out 
of the 1921 inauguration. 

Crowds Certain. 

It also is realized, however, that 
great crowds undoubtedly will flood 
the capital for the event, and some 
of the president-elect’s friends 
think that some sort of parade 
will result inevitably when Mr. 
Harding makes his pilgrimage to 
the capitol to tade the oath. 

Announcement of the president- 
elect’s decision came only a few 
hours after congress, through ac- 
tion of the house, completed enaet - 
ment of a bill appropriating $50,000 
for expenses incident to the inau- 
guration. As the measure has pass- 
ed both houses of congress, just 
what core congressional leaders 
will take in respect to it was in 
doubt tonight.

Assembling Evidence. 

In the meantime, Mr. Boykin Is 
keeping tremendously busy in his 
office assembling all the evidence 
he has against the swindle syndi-

rest of the leaders of the “pay-off 
men,” who have already been in- 
dicted but who have disappeared. 

Until that feature of his campaign 
is completed, the solicitor does not 
plan to bring the swindle expose 
before the present grand jury.

Passport Rules: 
Stay Unchanged 
For O'Callaghan 


State Department Not to 
Waive Restrictions in 


the Case of Cork Lord 
Mayor. ' 


Washington, January 10.—Pass- 
port restrictions will not be waived 
by the state department to permit 
entrance to the United States of 
Daniel J. O’Callaghan, lord mayor 
of Cork, who on his arrival last 
week at Newport News as a stow- 
away and without a passport, was 
temporarily admitted on parole by 
order of the labor department. The 
state. department’s decision, an- 
nounced today by Acting Secretary 
Davis, brought forth the assertion 
by labor department officials that 
jurisdiction in the case still rested 
exclusively with the secretary of 
labor. This indicated a continua- 
tion of the controversy between 


the two departments, which has 
been more or less apparent ever 
since the landing of the Cork lord 
mayor on American soil. 

Secretary Davis, in making his 
announcement, said that he con- 
curred in the opinion of the so- 
licitor of his department as for- 
warded to him today, that there 
was no reason to make an excep- 
tion in the case of O'Callaghan as 
regards admission without a pass- 
port. He said he was communicat- 
ing his decision to Secretary of 
Labor Wilson, and added the inti- 
mation that his department, acting 
under the wartime powers given 
the president to regulate the entry 
of aliens might recommend that 
the department of justice be called 
upon to deport the Irish mayor. 

Labor Department Differs. 

Labor department officials as- 
serted the Secretary Wilson did 
not recognize that the case of 
O’Callaghan had yet come within 
jurisdiction of the. state depart- 


mally referred it to Secretary Da- 
vis. Secretary Wilson had not be- 

n his consideration of the case 
oday. and it was said that he 
would not it under advise- 
ment until it had come to him 
through the regular channels of the 
department. At the state depart- 
ment it was said delay of the secre- 
tary of labor in rendering a deci- 
sion after having paroled Ocalla- 
Khan would permit the lord mayor 
to accomplisn his mission of testi- 
fying before the commission from 
the committee of one hundred in- 
vestigating the Irish questions, re- 
gardless of whether he may be 
eventually deported. 

Officials of the labor depart- 
ment declared that should the sec- 
retary of labor find O’Callaghan 
inadmissible to the United States on 
immigration grounds, it would not 
be necessary for the secretary to 
refer the walving of passport re- 
strictions to the state department. 
Should the secretary find the lord 
mayor admissible, however, he 
would then be called upon to de- 
cide whether the exclusion of 
O’Callaghan from the United States 
for having entered without a pass- 
port was a question to be passed 
upon by the state department, 

Amends Opinion Twice. 

While the state department first 


took the position that O’Callaghan’s 
case had been brought before the 


department by the action of an im- 
migration inspector in Norfolk, in 
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requesting advice direct from the 
department, Secretary Davis later 
stated that he had amended this 
decision would not take the 
case under advisement until it had 
peen brought to his attention for- 
mally by the secretary of labor. 
When Secretary Davis learned that 
Secretary Wilson was not disposed 
to consult the state department at 
all, and that he had paroled O'Cal- 
laghan without consulting with the 
department he again amended his 
decision and asked for an opinion 
from the solicitor as to whether the 
lord mayor was deportable by the 
state devartment.

The two new steam turbine pushers - have

The materials necessary to make the im- 
provement in pressure conditions in the West 
End territory have all been assembled. The 
work of laying the additional gas mains 
required for this improvement is scheduled 
to start Monday, January 10. The new 
pushers which are to bd used in connection 
with the service to West End have not as 
yet been received. ‘As stated in the report 
of November 15, it is intended to convert the 
system of service in the West End terri- 
tory from the low pressure to the interme- 
diate pressure system. This cannot be done, 
however, until the pushers are received. 
In the meantime the work of laying the 
additional gas mains for this territory will 
go forward, beginning January 10. 

Steam Piping Installed. 

The steam piping at the gas works has 
been Installed so far as needed and the ad- 
ditional steam piping necessary will be com- 
pleted in connection with the apparatus 
which it 1s intended to serve. 

The work on the 4 avenue-Highland 
avenue improvements has been carried for- 
ward since the report of November 15, 1920; 
3,302 feet of 10-inch gas main has been laid 
in Virginia avenue from North Boulevard to 
Barnett street. Gas was turned into this 
main on November 24 and the pressure ia 
the Virginia avenue and Highland avenue 
district was thereby raised 100 per cent. 
While the complete plans for this service 
have not as yet been finally carried out,

15, 1921. The conversion of the method of 
furnishing gas in this district to interme- 
diate high pressure system requires the in- 
staliation of these pushers, but in the 
meantime, as heretofore stated, the work 
already done has prod a noticeable im- 
provement in the gas pressure, although the 
full improvement anned will sot ac- 
complished until e entire work is com- 
plete and the pushers installed and in op- 
eration. 

The DeBrouwer combination charging and 
discharging machine has been received. A 
part of.the work of the erection of this ma- 
chine consists of the strengthening of the 
operating floor and the laying of a track 
for the new machine. This work is now 
going forward under contract and is being 
pushed to completion. As soon as it Is 
completed the machine itself will be in- 
stalled and placed in operation. 

Of the six coal benches which were under 
repair at the date of the report of Novem- 
ber 15, 1920, the repair of five of these 
benches hag been completed and these 
benches are now in operation. One of the 
benches then under repair has not yet been 
cumpleted. The reason for the delay in the 
completion of this bench is that the mate- 
rials which had been assembled for its re- 
pair were used in part in completing the 
repairs on the other five benches, so that 
it has been necessary to order additional 
material before this sixth bench can be re- 
paired and put in commission. Out of eleven 
coal gas benches in the plant ten are now 


in operation as against the five that were 


in operation on November 15 
Winder Line. 

Subsequent to the report of November 15, 
1920, the work accomplished in rebuilding 
the Winder line; in accordance with the 
plans referred to in said’ order, has been 
as follows: 

All of the required material has been re- 
ceived and distributed to the points along 
the line where the work is being done. There 
have been completed 126 pole holes out of 
a total of 651 pole holes to be dug; 103 ad- 
ditional poles have been set out of a total 
of 651 — to be set. Four and one-half 
mile sof copper conductors have been strung 
out of a total of 28 miles of copper con- 
ductors to be strung. The crew on the 
work consists. of 23 men, who have been 
constantly engaged in the work, except when 
prevented by weather conditions. 

The entire work is about 15.1 per cent 
completed and the remainder of the work Is 
being pushed forward to completion as rap- 
idly as it can reasonably be done. 

Street Railway Service, 

None of the 27 cars which were ordered 
some time ago for the purpose of increasing 
the street railway service have as yet been 
received. The manufacturers promise that 
five or six of these cars will be shipped 
from their works at Cincinnati on or about 
the 15th of January, 1921, and that the 
remaining cars of the order will follow at 
intervals of about two weeks. From time 
to time, as these cars are received, they 
will be placed in service. 

We have not had an opportunity as yet 
to make the survey of the street railway 
routes. The manager of the railway depart- 
ment of the com resigned, effective De- 
cember 1, and since that we have not been 
able to ful his place. There has, therefore, 
been no one to direct the survey, but we 
expect very shortly to have this place filled 
and will be able to make a full report con- 
cerning the street railway conditions. Re-

The Auer arrangment of Tschai- 
kowsky andante cantabile Was an- 
other instance of exquisite repose- 
fulness in a stretch of pyrotechnical 
things that found their climax in 
the Sarasate fantasy on Carmen 
airs. 

In these last Zimbalist proves 
that he can do more things on one 
string of his instrument than most 
musicians can do with the whole 
violin or an orchestra of them, and 
people glanced at one another in 
smiling amazement at the ease and 
ariety of the yiolinistic “stunts.” 
Yet the player’s audience will hard- 
ly carry with them the récollection 
of these feats of virtuosity as long 
and certainly not as tenderly as the 
memory of the “Spring Song” of 
Mendelssohn, which was like a 
fleeting fragrance in its delicacy 
and charm. 

The classic he’showed he could 
excel in, the romantic he essays 
with taste and adequate feeling, 
but like John McCormack, perhaps, 
he knows that if a large audience 
the superficially showy gets the 
most encores. And certainly Mr. 
Zimbalist had many recalls. 

The planist, Emanuel 
was one of the most delightful ac- 
companists heard here in a long 
time. He was like the -violinist’s 
other self in his sympathy, and 
frequently drew the lion’s share of 
attention to the plano part, his 
touch limpid and poetic, or, ag in 
the staccato passages of the plano 
part in the Tschaikowsky andante, 
like the dropping of water, reluc- 
tant, yet clean and clear.

FARM HOME NEEDS. 
Provided with those racntties 
that can come only through mass 
co-operation applied through po- 
litical government, the American 
farmer has clearly demonstrated 
his aptitude and ability to equip 
his household with the conven- 
fences that are necessities to 
rural happiness and contentment. 
Give him good roads, for * 
ample, and he will, if able to do 
so, provide himself with an auto- 
mobile, and his wife and children

But good roads must precede 
the automobilé; and those the in- 
dividual farmer cannot supply 
for himself.

“What we farm women would like 
would be improved mail service, for, 
n spite of current belief, rural mail 
routing is very poorly planned, and 
on many days of snow, of rain, or of 
mud, we do not get our mail. We 
would like better roads so that we 
could go back and forth quicker 
when we take our eggs to market 
or our cream to the creamery. 
“But most of all, we want better 
—far, far better—schools, in order 
that our children may have the best 
advantages in education that are 
available anywhere; that they may 
grow up to be well educated, think- 
ing, loyal American citizens, wheth- 
er they choose to live in the city or 
in the country.”

PHOSPHORUS IN FOOD. 
Whale meat has come to be a 
practical, comparatively cheap, ex- 
ceedingly wholesome and very 
nourishing article of diet with for- 
ward looking, well posted American 
people.

was “brain food.” 
There is, of course, nothing in 
the notion that any particular kind 
of food or any particular element 
of food goes to nourish or strength- 
= particular organ or part of 


body. It is as silly to imagine 
that lean meat is “muscle food” as 


it is to imagine that fish is brain 


food.’ The height of absurdity in 
this realm of imagination is reach- 
ed by some few thousands of our 
revered college presidents, noted 
attorneys, eminent bankers and 
rominent physicians who have 
een taken in by the plausible ap- 
peal of a kind of glorified cottage 
cheese which purports to be a 
nerve food”—the bigger they come 


| the harder they fall for the pseudo- 


scientific bunk. 

Phosphorus is present in a great 
many foods and is an essential ele- 
ment of food. But it is childish 
to suppose that phosphorus or any 
compound or derivative of phospho- 
rus is particularly beneficial to the 
nerves or the brain, notwithstand- 
ing the specious pleas of venders 
who have hosphorus-containing 
foods or medicines to market.

cial.)—It is to be hoped that Gen- 
eral Crowder, who originally 
framed the nationa] election laws 
for Cuba, and who is perhaps the 
best posted man in the United 
States on Cuban politics and cere- 
monies, will be able to bring the 
warring political factions on the 
island together, and restore not 
only domestic tranquillity for the 
Cuban people, but insure a quick 
resumption of normal trade rela- 
tions between that little republic 
and her great big “daddy,” just to 
the north of her. 

As it is, the trouble down there 
between the federals and the lib- 
erals has reached such an acute 
stage, with the drastic depression 
of a moratorium crippling all in- 
dustry, that not only are the Cu- 
ban people suffering, especially 
with the bottom knocked out of the 
sugar business, but the manufac- 
turers and merchants of this coun- 
try, who supply practically every- 
thing sold in Cuba except domestic 
produce, are feeling the effects. In- 
deed, it is one of the contributing 
causes of the existing depression 
in this country.

There has been a great deal of 
confusion as to the authority of the 
president in dispatching a special 
envoy to Cuba to assist in the res- 
toration of normal financial and 
political condition 

The fact is, this country exer- 
cises a protectorate over Cuba, by 
the provisions of the Platt amend- 
ment, enacted in 1901, after the 
United States had reconstructed the 
island, following the Spanish- 
American war of 1898. 

The Platt amendment follows: 

“That the government of Cuba 
consents that the United States 
may exercise the right to intervene 
for the preservation of Cuban in- 
dependence, the maintenance of a 
government adequate for the pro- 
tection of life, property, and indi- 
vidual liberty and for discharging 
the obligations with respect to 
Cuba imposed by the treaty of Par- 
is on the United States, now to be 
assumed and undertaken by the 
government of Cuba.” 

This section of the Platt amend- 
ment also constitutes article 3 of 
the treaty of July 2, 1904, between 
this country and Cuba, into which 
it was incorporated textually, 


In governmental circles it is Zen- 


‘erally believed that General Crow- 


der will be able to pacify the fac- 
tions, not only diplomatically, but 
under the pressure of the Platt 
amendment, and the firm determi- 
nation of President Wilson not to 
temporize any moment with the 
conditions there. It is not that 
this government desires to dictate 
policies of administration to the 
existing government of Cuba gor to 
extend a hand of sympathy to the

Although the national elections 
were held in November, it is not yet 
known who will assume office 
when the term of President Meno- 
cal expires on May 

On the face of the returns, Dr. 
Alfredo Zayas, candidate of a coa- 
lition of conservatives and other 
elements, has been elected presi- 
dent, but enough votes were miss- 
ing to furnish the possibility of 
throwing the victory to his oppo- 
nent, Joel ag byt Gomez, candi- 
date of the liberals. The Cuban 
courts have found some ballots to 
have deen fraudulent and thrown 
them out, but the legal processes 
are not expeditious and certain 
by-elections have to be held to de- 
termine the final result. 

In the meantime the moratorlum 
placed in effect by the Cuban gov- 
ernment to expire December 30 has 
been extended to February 1. 

As an evidence of the hardships 
placed upon the people doing busi- 
ness in Cuba, among whom are 
thousands of Americans, the terms 
of the moratorium are convincing. 
They follow: 

“Drafts, notes, letters of ex- 


change, personal obligations, or- 
ders and other credit documents 
now due or that may be due up to 
December 1 will not be collectible 
until that date under the terms of 
the moratorium just announced by 
the Cuban government. 


‘Mortgage credits transferrable, 
or deeds of trust which may be 
due before December 1 will be ex- 
tended until that date. 

“Depositors can draw only 10 per 
cent of the total of their checking 
accounts, and not more than 12 per 
cent of the total time deposits be- 
low $2,000. 

“Creditors of current accounts 
may draw against their account in 
necessary sums required to pay 
taxes, customs duties, fiscal reve- 
nues and other local taxes from the 
province or municipality. 

As a national result, too, the 
trade relations with this country, 
through the south Atlantic and 
gulf ports, and New York and Bos- 
ton were brought to a sudden crisis 
and millions of dollars owed by 
Cuban traders to American inter- 
ests have not ard for the time can 
not be paid.

Mr. Howell: I beg you to under- 
stand that it is due to no lack of 
appreciation that there has been no 
acknowledgment of the exceptional 
message which came to me, signed 
by youreslf and Messrs. Cohen and 
Goodwin, in which you urged my 
acceptance of an invitation to ad- 
dress the session of the Southern 
Tariff congress to be held in At- 
lanta January 27 to 29, andin which 
communication you did me the very 
reat courtesy to tender me a 
uncheon or dinner as a guest of 
oe daily newspapers of your grea 
city. > 
“This invitation from vourself and 
your contemporaries appealed to me 


very strongly, and if I eould have 
found a way to accept. I should have 
rejoiced to do so. It is the simple 
truth that I have delayed acknowl- 
edgement because I have been try- 
ing to figure out a plan whereby I 
might have this great satisfaction.

Editor Constitution: N. P. Pratt. 
in his letter to The Constitution pub- 
lished in your issue of January 5. 
says: 

Whatever is the matter, it appears to 
be true that capital cannot be secured to 
develop important water powers in Georgia, 
the reason given being that such invest- 
ments are not permitted to make such 3 
fair return on the actual values involved as 
will give their legitimate securities the 
necessary standing in financial q * 

Mr. Pratt’s Mistake. 
There would be no objection to 


Mr. Pratt’s statement, if he had

The statement, that capital cannot 
be obtained for the development of 
the water powers of Georgia be- 
cause the present rates are too low, 
is absurd to any one familiar with 
what is taking place in the United 
States and Canada today in water 
power development. In Alabama, 
where the rates, according to United 
States census reports, are much 
lower than those in Georgia. a de- 
velopment of 500,000-horsepower on 
the Coosa river is being projected. 
The application has already been 
made to the federal water power 
commission for a permit for this. 

Buffalo IIlustrates. 

Buffalo has been mentioned by 
the oficials of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company as having a 
lower rate than Atlanta. The rate 
will be made lower in Buffalo anda 
100,000-horsepower plant added to 
the present equipment, as the result 
of an application made by the city 
of Buffalo to the federal power com- 
mission for the right to install a 
municipal plant at Niagara. 

To dissuade the city from press- 
ing its application, and to get Buf- 
falo, instead to join a corporation 
in urging the commission to grant 
a permit to the corporation, two 
corporations have proposed to make 
the installation and to supply the 
city of Buffalo with current at a 
cost of $15 per horsepower. Nego- 
tiations are still in progress, but 
no suggestion has been made that 
inadequate rates will prevent the 
acquiring of capital to construct 
the Plant which will be needed. 

It is, however, most interesting 
to note that the proposal by private 
corporations to supply Buffalo at 
$15 per horsepower is still much 
higher than the price being paid 
in the city of Toronto, which is 84 
miles from Niagara Falls, while 
Buffalo is only 20 miles from the 
falls, from whence the power comes 
for both cities. It illustrates the 
clutch of the corporations. Toronto 
was paying 318.50 per horsepower 
in 1912. This price was reduced to 
$15 per horsepower in 1913. At 
present the price is $14.50 per 
horsepower, 50 cents per horsepower 
less than the proposed price for Buf- 
falo. The Toronto rate enables the 
city  : Toronto to supply light to 
its people at an average cost of 
2.5 per K. W. H. for residences, and 
2.2 per K. W. H. for places of bus!l- 
ness. The average rate paid by 
Toronto merchants and office build- 
ings is less than one-fourth the rate 
being paid by many Atlanta mer- 
chants—far less than the average 
rate paid by all of our merchants, 
office buildings and places of busl- 
ness. The average rate paid in At- 
lanta homes is over three times the 
average rate paid in Toronto homes, 
the average bill for light in the To- 
ronto home being 91 cents, while 
the minimum bill possible in Atlan- 
ta is $1 ; 

Notwithstanding this extraordina- 
ry difference in rates, the hydro- 
electric power commission of Onta- 
rio from which Toronto gets light 
and power, is experiencing no dif- 
ficulty in getting capital for new 
developments. The commission was 
developing and distributing 365,000- 
horsepower in 1919. It will at the 
expiration of this year be develop- 
ing and distributing 1,000,000-horse- 
power, which is far more than three 
times the total developed power in 
the state of Georgia. 

Los Angeles Forges Ahead. 


Los Angeles was Mentioned by Mr. 
Arkwright, of the power company, 
as a city having a lower rate than 
Atlanta. The chamber of commerce 
of the city of Los Angeles is back- 
in; a plan to bring the output of 
their municipal plant to 500,000 
horsepower. At rates far lower than 
those paid in Atlanta, the power de- 
partment of the city of Los Angeles 
shows that the net earnings from 
1916, up to and including the fiscal 
years 1920-1921, after operating ex- 
penses had been paid, were $4,396,- 
425. The report of that department 
shows that there has been invested 
and charged to the capital account 
of the powér development a total 
of $11,535,534. They have devel- 
oped approximately 100,000-horse 
power. . 


But in 1918, the actual cost of the 
developed properties actually be- 
longing to the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, when it was sup- 
posed to have developed 100, 
horsepower was $14,123,730, or in 
actual money $2,588,196 more than 
the capital charged against the Los 
Angeles plant, while the capital 
charges against the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company were in 
1918 $41,808,000, or 3830, 272,466 more 
than the $11,535,534 capital charges 
against the Los Angeles plant. 

And yet in the face of these facts 
Mr. Atkinson has the hardihood to 
return from a four months’ vacation 
in Canada to hard pressed Georgia, 
where people are suffering from the 
exorbitant price of coal, light and 
power, while their wealth of water 
power goes to waste, to repeat again 
his wall for increased rates, and to 
reiterate in heart-breaking words, 
that water has nothing to do with 
the matter. Mr. Atkinson is alone 
in that belief. 

Chamber of Commerce Shows Way. 

How can Atlanta hope to carry 
such a burden and compete with 
such development as this in Los 
Angeles?

At the Los An- 
7 * this bill would have 
been at the municipal rate only 
$323.20, a difference in one year in 
favor of the Los Angeles merchant 
of $2,121.60, amounting in thirty 
years with interest compounded at 
5 per cent to $140,959.10. The At- 
lanta merchant with a $100 month- 
ly bill for light, using the same 
method of calculation, would in 
thirty years incur a cost of $14,- 
271.31 more than the Los Angeles 
merchant. A $25 bill a month in a 
store in Atlanta would in thirty 
years amount to $65,868.18 more

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Gross Income to Be Reported. 

Gross income includes the follow- 
ing: a 
1. Compensation for personal and 
professional services (salaries, 
wages, fees, commissions, bonuses, 
and rent equivalents, i. e., mainte- 
nance allowances). | 

2. Business Income (either as an 


individual proprietor or as a part- 


ner in a business operated for prof- 
t). 


3. Profits from sales of and deal- 
ings in property. 

4. Income from investments in 
property or securities, such as rent 
and interest. 

5. Dividends from stocks (other 
than stock dividends declared be- 
fore November 1, 1918, and recelv- 
ed before March 27, 1919). Dividends 
out of profits accumulated prior to 
March 1, 1913, are not taxable. (But 
all accumulated profits subsequent 
to February 28, 1913, must first 
have been distributed.) Dividends 
are subject to the surtax only; they 
are taxable whether paid in cash or 
in property either real or personal). 

6. Gains, profits, and income de- 
rived from any source whatever, un- 
less exempt from tax by law. 

7. Profits derived from sales in 
foreign commerce. 

The above items will be discussed 
in detail later; it should be borne 
in mind that income may be in the 
form of cash or property. (Sec. 2183 
and Arts, 31-54, Reg. 45. 

Exclusions From Gross Income. 

Gross income for tax purposes 
does not include the following items, 
which are exempt from taxation: 

1. The proceeds of life insurance 
Policies paid upon the death of the 
insured to individual beneficiaries 
or to the estate of the insured. 


2. Amounts received by the insur- 
ed while living as a return of pre- 
miums paid by him, either during 
the term or at the maturity ofthe 
insurance contract. a 

3. The value of property acquired 
by gift, devise, or descent (but the 
income from such property shail be 
included in gross income). 

4. Interest upon: 


(a) The obligations of a state, 
territory, or any political subdi- 
vision thereof, or the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

(b) Securities issued under the 
provisions of tre federal farm loan 
act of July 17, 1916. 


(c) The obligations of the United 
States or its possessions. 

(d) Bonds issued by the War Fi- 
nance corporation. 

But statements as to the income 
derived from the above and the 
amounts of securities held must be 
submitted. Interest on United States 
government obligations is exempt 
to the extent provided in the various 
acts creatin the obligations; but 
interest on the Liberty bonds is ex- 
empt from all normal tax. (This 
phase will be fully covered later.)

Freight rates discriminatory 
against South Atlantic ports and 
favoring New York will be op- 
posed by Atlanta, through the 
chamber of commerce, in co-opera- 
tion with the South Atiantic Ports’ 
association, according to the state- 
ment of chamber officials Monday. 

The recent agitation in the east 
for the restoration of the freight 
rates effective a few years ago, 
Which gave the ports in the east 
a preference by shippers in export- 
ing. is the stimulus to the state- 
ment of Secretary Charles E. Rob- 
ertson, of the local chamber. 

Soon after the armistice,” Mr. 
Robertson said, “the five South At- 
lantic ports, realizing the possibili- 
ties of tin-American trade, or- 
ganized the South Atlantic Ports’ 
association. Out of that grew the 
South Atlantic Maritime association 
for the operation of ships to South 
American and Cuban ports, and 
from that organization grew the 
South Atlantic Export company to 
obtain cargoes for ships sailing 
from the five harbors. 

“As a result of these movements 
export through these ports is con- 
siderable and is growing rapidly. In 
Order to get the products of the 
west and middle west for exports 
it was necessary that freight rates 
to these ports be made equal to or 
less than those to New York. All of 
the interests in the southeast, in- 
cluding those of Atlanta, united and 
an adjustment of rates was obtained 
from the railroad administration. 

“These rates since have been en- 
forced over the strong protest of 
New York interests, in spite of the 
fact that until recently the New 
York port was greatly congested 
and long delays were unavoidable. 
The export tonnage from the middle 
west had begun to move through 
Atlanta to the South Atlantic pots 
in increasing volume. Evidently 
New York interests again are mak- 
ing an attempt to have the old 
vates put back into effect and this, 
if successful, would be greatly 
harmful to the entire southeast. 

“Atlanta’s interests are vital, be- 
cause practically all of the export 
tonnage from the Lake industrial re- 
gion en route to Cuba and South 
America through Wilmington, 
Charletson, ge — Brunswick 
and Jacksonville sses through At- 
Inata. This is valuable in itself as 
a means of stintulating Atlanta’s 
export trade. 

“The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce is in accord with the South 
Atlantic Ports’ association and will 
give every assistance in opposing 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission the movement to restore 
the old discriminatory rates.”

Bill to Revise 
Divorce Laws 


Basing his proposed action on the 
recent recommendations of the 
Fulton county grand jury and the 
belief that there is an urgent need 
for improvement in Georgia di- 
vorce laws, ‘ Representative-elect 
Murphy M. Holloway; of Atlanta, 
announced Monday night that he 


will introduce in the next general 


assembly a bill to create a Fulton 
court of domestic relations and 
amendments devised to greatly 


strengthen the entire act already 
in effect. 

After making a careful study of 
divorce laws as they exist today, 
Mr. Holloway stated he had reached 
the conclusion that the system's 
paramount need is a court such as 
he proposes to create. He empha- 
sized, in discussing the act, the 
fact that his action and suggestions 
are not made in any spirit of re- 
flection upon the court judges of 
Fulton cow.ty. ‘Courts of domestic 
relations have already been estab- 
lished in many other states, he 
pointed out, and according to re- 
liable information they are check- 
ing the divorce wave. 

More than 850 divorces were 
granted in Fulton county in 1920, 
the representative-elect stated, and 
a large number of these was the 
result of unpremeditated action, in 
his opinion. Should ptitioners be 
compelled to file notice of inten- 
tion to bring suit for divorce, Mr. 
Holloway believes that many such 
cases after being thrown in the 
court of domestic relations would 
be settled without permanent sep- 
aration. 

No Social Reform. 

“In my opinion, no social reform 
will result in fixing marriage re- 
strictions,” he said. “Moral laws 
give rise to civil laws and each 
are equally earnest on the encour- 
agement of marriage. I am loathe 
to believe that any evil results 
from lack of marriage restraint. I 
belleve, however, that the large 
number of divorce suits, while not 
entirely out of proportion to other 
classes of litigation, evidence a do- 
mestic unrest that is by no means 
wholesome.. 

“This. condition,” he, continued, 
“can not be charged entirely to de- 
fective divorce taws. Nevertheless, 
some beneficial corrections can be 
made. The great and fundamental 
trouble arises from the method of 
application. One of the outstand- 
ing defects of the divorce law that 
I would point out is inaccessibility 
1 the sense that it does not take 
jurisdiction of a domestic contro- 
versy until a divorce or alimony 
petition has been filed. Certainly 
there should be some means, and 
especially in jurisdictions as wr + 
as Fulton county, to proffer the 
service a count of competent ju- 
risdiction to a home doomed to ul- 
timate wreck and divorce proceed- 
ings without the intervention of 
harmonizing influence. 

Made Carefal Study. 


“T have made a careful study of 
our divorce laws as they exist to- 
day, both from a standpoint of ne- 
cessity and abuse, and 1 have 
reached the conclusion that the 
system’s paramount need in this 
country is a court of domestic re- 
lations,” he said. „Such a court 
should be officered by men who 
would be just as zealous in their 
efforts to restore harmony in the 
home and thereby prevent the fil- 
ing of the petition as they would 
be in the disposition of the case 
after it had been filed. 

„1 believe, too, that this court 
should be sustained largely by the 
patrons rather than place the en- 
tire financial burden on the tax- 
payers, and that its jurisdiction 
should extend to all matters of di- 
vorce, alimony, the care and cus- 
tody of children, juvenile probation 
child desertion. 

“I doubt if there is a county in

To Help Serbian Students 


The Atlanta Woman's club enter- 
tained at an elaborate luncheon at 
the clubhouse in Pearchtree street 
Monday at 1 o'clock in honor of Dr. 
Rosalie Slaughter Morton, Prince 
Alfonso Loussde Bourbon, Infante, 
and Gutzon Rorglum, the noted 
sculptor, who is in Atlanta making 
arrangements for the Stone Moun- 
tain memorial. 

Immediately following the lunch- 
eon automobiles conyeyed ‘the 
guests to St. Mark’s Episcopal 
church, where the regular bi-month- 
ly meeting of the club was held, in- 
stead of at the clubhouse as is cus- 
tomary, so that the many Atlantans 
who wished to hear these distin- 
guished speakers might do so.

When the war broke out, Dr. Mor- 
ton was a professor in the New 
York Post-Graduate Medical schoo] 


and hospital and an attending sur- 
Seon at the Vanderbilt clinic of 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, the medical school of Colum- 
bia university. 

She immediately obtained: leave 
of absence and hastened to France. 
She served on the line of hospital 
ships sailing between Salonica and 
France for a while and later on 
the Salonica front. 

For distinguished services ren- 
dered to the Serbian soldiers she 
was not only given a commissian 
carrying the rank of sergeant-ma- 
jor, the highest rank given to an 
American woman during the war, 
but also decorated by the Serbian 
government as a chevalier of the 
Order of St. Sava. 

Because she served in a French 
hospital for Serbian soldiers, Dr. 
Morton was officially authorized to 
wear the French doctor’s military 
uniform. She has been made a 
commandee of the Order of St. Sava, 
has been decorated with the Order 
of St. John, the Medal of Mercy, 
the Medal of Charity and the Ser- 
bian Red Cross. 

And now Dr. Morton, having 
brought fifty Serbian students to 
America and having found herself 
unable to supply the necessary 
money for their maintainence comes 
to Atlanta asking for help.

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Minors Need Real Protection

Draft Price Must Be Raised 


* 

There now seems little doubt but 
that the minor leagues will accept 
agree ment—not 
particularly because there is any- 
thing of any great benefit to them 
in this agreement, but because the 
minor league Magnates ‘have the ut- 
most confidence in the wisdom and 
probity of Judge Landis and believe 
that he will see to a square deal 


for them, regardless of the agree- 
ment. 

Up to the present time the year’s 
association of the minors with the 
major league organizations have 
meant absolutely nothing to the 
little fellows with the single excep- 
tion that they were permitted to be 
plundered with the full and com- 
plete sanction of baseball law. 

The draft clause, originally drawn 
to pretect the little fellows, has had 
just exactly an opposite effect. Ma- 
jor managers soon after the adop- 
‘tion of the old agreement, recog- 
nized the p-tentialities of the draft 
as & method for highbindery. The 
draft price was low and the big fel- 
lows readily understood that ff a 
Player, however little real major 
ability he possessed, should be 
given the big league trade-mark 
by being drafter, a ready sale could 
be had for him among the gullible 
minors. 

It often happened that a player 
of no great ability was drafted from 
one club in a league, was never 
permitted to report to the major 
club, and then sold back to another 
club in the same league from which 
he was drafted for about twice the 
draft price. 

I recall one particular instance. 
When old John McCloskey was han- 
dling the. destinies of the wretched 
St. Louis Cardinals, he hdd a con- 
tract which called for a personal 
royalty for him on all the ball play- 
ers he sold. . 

Old Jehn knew that his days with 
the Cardinals were numbered, but 
at the close of the season he draft- 
ed minor leaguers by the whole- 
gale and then began selling them im- 
mediately at strictly retail prices. | 

Among the players he drafted was 
a big fellow named Murdoch, who 
had been kicked all over the South- 
ern league and who had made good 
nowhere. Murdoch looked ferocious 
enough as he stood at the plate, but 
he was harmless as a hitter and so 
ponderous that he was impossible 
as an outfielder. * 

McCloskey knew all this—but still 
he drafted him, press agented him 
aS a minor league find and then 

Id him to another minor league 
or a handsome price, most of which 
found its way back into the ample 
pockets of Mister McCloskey. 

The draft could be made very wse- 
ful to both majors and minors, but 
to gain this usefulness the price 
will have to be raised to a point 
where a big league mogul! will think 
a long time before he puts out his 
money. Then we'll see a lot less 


drafting and a lot more money at 
the end of each season in the pos- 
session of the various minor league 
club owners.
